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Bear offensive line is the key 
to all-around good games 


The Bears looked great in their 50-14 romp 
over Pittsburgh Saturday night because they 
were able to do what they do best. Chicago 
ran the ball well and played excellent 
defense. If the Bears can do that every game 
this season, no one will be able to stop them. 

The running game was in top form, and 
much of the credit for that should go to the 
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offensive line. The line was healthy against 
the Steelers, and you could see what a differ- 
ence it makes. | don’t think there’s a better 
offensive line in the league. 

Walter Payton, Thomas Sanders and Neal 
Anderson all ran well, but without the offen- 
sive line playing well they aren't going to get 
any yardage. Chicago gained 134 yards on 
the ground, which is down from the Miami 
game. But it was a very effective 134 yards. 
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When the running game is on for the 
Bears, everything else falls into place. Chica- 
go used its early success running the ball 
to set up the play-action passes pertectly 
later in the game. And the other thing the 
strong running game did for the Bears is it 
controlled the clock and kept the Bear 
defense off the field. Chicago again held a 
large advantage in time Of possession, hold- 
ing the ball for 33:38 compared to Pitts- 
burgh’s 26:22. 

The three Bear quarterbacks who played 
in the game all did a good job. And even that 
goes back to the offensive line. The line gave 
the quarterbacks tire to Throw and find the 
open receivers. Pittsburgh only had one sack 
in the game, and that was later in the 

game when Chicago tried to go deep on a 


pass. 
Otherwise, the Steelers weren't able to put 


a lot of pressure on Chicago’s quarterbacks. 
The result: Chicago quarterbacks teamed up 
to complete 17 of 27 passes for 292 yards, 
three touchdowns and no interceptions. I'll 
take that kind of performance for any game. 

Mike Tomezak simply had an excellent 
game at quarterback. The young man has 
really matured from last season and is play- 
ing like a veteran. And Jim Harbaugh con- 
tinues to come up with the big play. | think 
what that shows the Bears is that they can 
survive without Jim McMahon leading them. 
That’s as important as anything else. 

Ron Morris started the game at wide 
receiver for Chicago opposite Willie Gault, 
and you have to like that combination. That 
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should put the pressure on the opponents’ 
defense and open things up alittle more for 
the offense this season. 

Getting back to the defense, once again 
it came up with the big play te turn the 
momentum around. After Chicago fumbied 
on its first play of the game, William Perry 
forced a Steeler fumbie on their third play 
of the game at the Chicago six-yard line and 
Otis Wilson was there to recover it. What 
looked like a sure scoring opportunity for 
Pittsburgh was turned into a second chance 
for the Bear offense. ’ 

The key to playing defense is coming up 
with plays like that, and it looks like Chica- 
go's unit wil) be doing again Wis S2a50/7. 

The combination of Todd Bell at strong 

safety and Dave Duerson at free safety 

\ooked good for the Bears. That should 
strengthen the secondary even more if the 
Bears continue to use that lineup. And don’t 
forget about the job the defensive line did 
throughout the game. Richard Dent in par- 
ticular made some good pass rushes from 
the outside. As a team, the Bears came up 
with four sacks for 26 yards. 

And on the special teams some good per- 
formances are being tumed in. Eric Jeffries 
looks better and better on punt returns, 
returning one for 29 yards against Pitts- 
burgh. That will definitely heip him in his bid 
to make the team. And Kevin Butler was on 

target, connecting on a 33-yard field goal. 

Again, it was an all-around solid perfor- 
mance by Chicago. But it all started with the 
offensive line. it’s the best one in the NFL. 
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Tobin fears halt 
in campus scouting 


Any Bear fan who remembers the 60s and 
early 70s knows the team’s drafts were more 
like accidents. It is also no accident that their 
drafts since 1975 have been among the very 
best in the National Football League. 
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It is a compliment to Bill Tobin and Jim 
Parmer, who were around for the last de- 
cade, and to Don King and Rod Graves, who 
have been around for the last three years. 

It is also a tribute to their system and 
methods, which are thorough and_tedious. 
They do not read college football magazines 
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$52900 
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and watch highlight film in the comfort of 
large offices. They work at it. They get play- 
ers the old-fashioned way. 

They go on the road for most of the year. 
They leave their families and live in motel 
rooms and carry projectors. They go to prac- 
tices, talk to coaches, visit training rooms 
and weight rooms. They watch prospects go 
through calisthenics as well as pass routes. 
They watch games and watch them again on 
film. They grade and re-grade and cross- 
check. They consider what people say about 
a kid and then they find out for themselves 
— firsthand. 

All this is why Tobin will recommend the 
Bears ignore Ohio State’s ineligible receiver 
Cris Carter when the National Football 
League tosses him into a supplemental draft 
along with Pitt running back Charles Glad- 
man on Aug. 28. 

“My recommendation is to not touch 
them,”’ said the Bears’ vice president of play- 
er personnel. 


Tobin worried about future 
It’s not that Tobin doesn’t think Carter is 
a good prospect. He concedes that some 
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Bears director of player personnel Bili Tobin fears pro scouts could be barred from college 
campuses as a result of the latest supplemental draft. (Bear Report photo by Steve Woltmann) 


clubs think he has first-round ability. Tobin’s 
decision is based on principle. He is more 
worried about the future than the present. 

Carter was kicked off Ohio State’s team 
because he took money from an agent, Nor- 
by Walters. Currently under a grand jury in- 
vestigation in Chicago, Walters has 
suggested that both NFL scouts and college 
coaches also are involved in the premature 
recruiting of underclassmen by agents. 

This makes the colleges so mad that they 
have started to ban scouts from their cam- 
puses. Already, Tobin has more than a half 
dozen letters in his files from colleges res- 
tricting visits by pro scouts. 

One from Alabama coach Bill Curry be- 
gins: “‘Due to recent developments...” 

It makes Tobin mad, too. 

“want the Bo Schembechiers and Joe 
Paternos to know the Bears are not interest- 
ed in their underclassmen,”’ Tobin said. “I 
hope they distinguish between the Bears and 
teams that draft them.” 

Tobin is afraid the Bears won’t be able to 
do their job as well if colleges continue to res- 
trict their access. 

“It won’t hurt the Cornelius Bennetts, the 
first-rounders who jump at anybody on tele- 
vision. But it will darn sure make a difference 
with the fourth and fifth-round players,”’ 
Tobin said. 

When a player’s talent doesn’t immediate- 
ly jump out at a scout, the Bears want to 
know about the intangibles. To find out, they 
have to go to the campus, talk to people, 
watch the work habits and manner of the 
prospect. 

“We need to find out how much the Den- 
nis Gentrys mean to the Baylor program,” 
Tobin said. 

Not all teams share the Bears’ philosophy 
of hands-on scouting. Some seek safety in 
numbers. Not only do they draft the biggest, 
fastest people they can find, they sign as 
many free agents as they can afford, figur- 
ing they are bound to get lucky. 

Perkins doesn’t fear repercussions ° 

Tampa Bay coach Ray Perkins, Curry’s 
predecessor at Alabama, does not fear the 
repercussions of campus resirictions as 
much as Tobin does. 

“‘Maybe if all of them did it, we wouldn’t 


. need scouts and we'd save some money. 


We could do everything by film and tele- 
phone. Scouting, to a degree, is overrated. 
{t’s important, don’t get me wrong. But it can 
be overrated,” Perkins said. 

Tampa Bay never has been guilty of over- 
rating scouts, of course. The Bucs have 
three No. 1 draft choices on their entire 
squad, a situation Perkins realizes is at the 
bottom of Tampa’s current standing on the 
bottom. 

The Carter and Gladman case is different 
from this year’s earlier supplemental draft of 
Oklahoma linebacker Brian Bosworth. It also 
is different from the supplemental draft two 
years ago of Cleveland quarterback Bernie 
Kosar. 

Both Bosworth and Kosar graduated from 
college before exhausting their eligibility, 
thus making themseives available to the pros 
according to rules the NFL has followed 
since George Halas wrote them. 

Halas once said the league’s decision to 
leave underclassmen alone was his most im- 
portant accomplishment. It has served both 
the colleges and pros well, protecting the col- 
lege programs and providing the pros with 
a ready-made minor league. 

Rozelie expected to grant petitions 

“Why fix. something if it’s not broken?” 
asked Tobin. “‘! am disappointed in our 
lawyers.” 

Because the NFL feared an antitrusi 
lawsuit, commissioner Pete Rozeile granted 
petitions for a supplemental draft by Carter- 
and by Gladman, who refused to cooperate 
in NCAA and school investigations into the 
Walters case and was ruled ineligible. The 
league doesn’t want to let Carter or Gladman 
in this year, but it believes the decision is the 

‘lesser of two evils. The Bears figure two 
wrongs don’t make a right. 

‘We don’t need the Cris Carters,”’ Tobin 
said. 

If a kid can’t conform to the rules in coi- 
lege, Tobin figures he won't conform to the 
rules as a pro. When he hears that Cris Cart- 
er took money from. an ageni, a red light 
flashes in his head. 

“It indicates he has chinks in his armor, 
in his personality and character,’’ Tobin said. 

it will be interesting to follow the pro career 
of Cris Carter wherever he goes, as well as 

the future of the Bears. 
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CHICAGO — Mike Ditka was in an un- 
usually good mood after the Bears defeat- 
ed Pittsburgh 50-14 Saturday night at Soldier 
Field. And why shouldn't he have been? He 
had plenty of reasons to be pleased with the 
play of his team. 

eWith the performances of quarterbacks 
Mike Tomezak, Doug Flutie and Jim Har- 
baugh, Jim McMahon’s return to the lineup 
doesn’t seem quite as crucial to the well- 
being of the Bears as it did at the start of 
training camp. 

©The offensive line, with the exception of 
Jay Hilgenberg, was healthy again, led a 
strong rushing attack and provided excellent 
pass protection. Hilgenberg was still 
bothered by a sprained shoulder and didn’t 
play in the game. 

eAll the running backs looked strong, and 
Ditka thinks any of them that get cut by the 
Bears will catch on with another team. 

eThe defense played well as a unit and 
didn’t allow the Steelers to come away with 
any points on four drives that started in Bear 
territory. 

eAnd the young cornerbacks played well 
again giving up only one big play, a 60-yard 
touchdown pass from Bubby Brister to Cal- 
vin Sweeney, on a great throw by Brister. 

“| was impressed. Anybody would be im- 
pressed if you saw what they did,” Ditka said 
after the game. ‘‘You gotta be happy with 
that. It’s a start in the right direction.” 

Tomcezak comes out smoking 

Tomezak, who had an excellent game 
against the Steelers last year in the presea- 
son, repeated that fine performance Satur- 
day night. 

Tomezak set a torrid pace in the first quart- 
er for the other quarterbacks to follow, com- 
pleting seven of eight passes in the period 
for 126 yards and one touchdown. 

On Chicago’s second possession of the 
game Tomczak completed three passes for 
10 yards or more before completing a 
31-yard pass to Willie Gault for the score, 
giving the Bears a 7-0 lead with 7:49 to go 
in the opening period. 

Tomezak stayed in the game at the start 
of the second quarter to finish a scoring drive 
that started at the Bear 32-yard line. Tomc- 
zak started the drive with a 33-yard pass 
completion to Walter Payton. He then hit Tim 
Wrightman with a five-yard pass and Payton 
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RS vs. DETROIT LIONS

After Pittsburgh put its first points on the 
board in the third quarter on a 19-yard touch- 
down run by Frank Pollard to close to 31-7, 
Chicago took advantage of another Steeler 
fumble. 

Quarterback Steve Bono fumbied a snap 
from center, and the Bears’ Al Harris. reca- 
vered the ball ana ran 10 he Sieaier 24-yard 
line before being tackled. 

Neal Anderson took the bail in the end 
zorie from there with runs of eight and 16 
yards to push Chicago’s lead to 38-7 with un- 
der five minutes {eft in the third quarter.

But 
theinjury wasn’t serious and he returned to 
the field later in the game.

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Communication makes secondary work

CHICAGO — One of the areas Bears head 
coach Mike Ditka wanted to watch closely 
in Saturday's game against Pittsburgh was 
the defensive secondary. 

As an experiment Ditka moved strong 
safety Dave Duerson to free safety and start- 
ed Todd Bell at strong safety. Gary Fencik, 
who was replaced by Duerson as the start- 
er at free safety, only saw action in nickel 
defense situations. 

Ditka also looked closely at the play of his 
young cornerbacks who are bidding for the 
job to replace veteran Mike Richardson. 
Richardson is still holding out in a contract 
dispute. 

Making bids for the two starting corner- 
back spots are last year’s starters Reggie 
Phillips and Vestee Jackson and rookies Eric 
Jeffries and Lorenzo Lynch. Safeties Shaun 
Gayle and Maurice Douglass are also pos- 
sible cornerbacks, though it’s unlikely. 

After Saturday’s 50-14 win Ditka seemed 
most impressed with the play of Phillips. “1 
thought Reggie Phillips came up and made 
some really great plays,’’ Ditka said. “He 
played real tight on the receivers and that’s 
what you have to do.” 

Duerson, who was commanding the 
secondary from his free safety position, was 
impressed with the play of the young corner- 
backs. “‘They’re doing a fantastic job,’’ he 
said. “Reggie Phillips broke up:a couple of 
balls today. He was right on top of the 
receivers. And | think both of those were in 
zone coverage. And with zone coverage 
you're expecting help, but he was right on 
top of them.” 

Duerson himself came up with a good play 
in zone coverage when he knocked a pass 


away from Pittsburgh’s Calvin Sweeney near 
the end zone in the second quarter. 

Phillips and Jackson right now are pen- 
ciled in as the starters, though they are get- 
ting pushed by 12th-round draft pick Jeffries. 
Jeffries may also be helping his chances of 
making the team by doing an excellent job 
returning punts. Jeffries returned one punt 
Saturday for 29 yards. 

Jeffries likes receivers to challenge him 
when he’s playing cornerback. But against 
the Steelers he laid off of Calvin Sweeney too 
soon and got burned by a 60-yard touch- 
down pass. 

Jeffries had Sweeney covered tightly un- 
til quarterback Bubby Brister scrambled out 
of the pocket. Jeffries then let Sweeney get 
behind him and Brister hit Sweeney with a 
pass he threw 65 yards in the air. 

Jeffries probably won’t make that mistake 
again. But that’s the problem with playing 
cornerback. You have to learn on the job. 

“The bottom line is we've got basically 
young corners,’’ Duerson said. ‘“‘At the cor- 
nerback position you get your baptism un- 
der fire. You learn by getting beat deep and 
making mistakes. We’ve got to get them 
some experience because you don’t know 
what's going to happen down the road.”’ 

With new players in the lineup Saturday 
and old players playing new positions, Duer- 
son said communication was the key to 
keeping the defensive secondary organized. 

‘Anytime you have different people work- 
ing together you have to communicate ver- 
bally,”” Duerson said. “And we communi- 
cated well back there. We worked well as a 
unit.” 

As for his own play at free safety, Duer- 
son said he couldn't rely on his instincts as 
much as he'd like to. “There was a lot of 
thinking going on back there,” he said.

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PLATTEVILLE, Wis. - Jim McMahon just 
couldn't let the Bears leave their Platteville, 
Wis. training camp on a quiet note last 
Thursday. 

McMahon missed the morning practice, 
the Bears’ only practice that day, without 
permission from head coach Mike Ditka or 
trainer Fred Caito and appeared to be back 
in Ditka’s doghouse. 

Just a couple of weeks ago Ditka talked 
about how well he and McMahon were com- 
municating this year, but that didn’t last long. 
“It’s our new form of communication,” Dit- 
ka said in.a sarcastic tone. 

The Bears had an 8:30 practice scheduled 
for their final morning in Platteville before 
leaving around noon. Ditka had extended the 
curfew Wednesday night to 1 a.m. and said 
that may have contributed to McMahon’s ab- 
sence the next morning. ‘‘He must have had 
a bad night,’’ Ditka said. 

McMahon was seen heading to the train- 
er’s room Thursday morning around 8:30, 
and assistant trainer Brian McCaskey said 
hé treated McMahon’s shoulder at that time. 
Shaun Gayle, Stefan Humphries and Brent 
Sowell also were in the room being treated 
and had permission from Ditka to miss 
practice. 

McCaskey does not have authority to ex- 
cuse players from practice. 

McMahon’s usual schedule in the morn- 
ing is to get treatment on his shoulder and 
do weightlifting for about an hour before 
heading out to the practice field to watch the 
last hour of practice. Thursday he never 
made it to the practice field. 

“He wasn’t excused from practice today. 
He just didn’t come out,” Ditka said. ‘But 
he’ll be fined.’’ The maximum fine for miss- 
ing a practice is $500. 

Ditka said McMahon couldn’t have been 
working out with weights because they were 
being packed and sent back to Lake Forest. 
“There’s no excuses this time,” Ditka said. 

There was a slim chance that McMahon 
would take some snaps in the Pittsburgh 


game Saturday, but that disappeared when 
McMahon missed practice. 

McMahon threw on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day last week, and the media were anxious 
to see if he would throw on Thursday for the 
third straight day, which he never did while 
in Platteville. 

McMahon reported after Wednesday’s 
practice that his arm felt good and he was 
on schedule to play in the regular season 
opener against the Giants. 

“It's starting to fee! pretty good. There’s 
still some soreness but nothing !’m worried 
about,”’ he said. 

McMahon still hopes to play in the last two 
preseason games as a tuneup for the Giants 
game Sept. 14. 

McMahon had been bothered by muscle 
soreness in the area behind his shoulder. He 
threw the first two days of training camp but 
then didn’t throw on consecutive days again 
until last week. 

eTHE BEARS MADE their first roster cuts 
Aug. 18. The following players were waived: 
kicker Todd Cox, defensive back George Du- 
arte, running back Frank Harris, safety Mike 
Lush, fullback Alan Wolden, safety Mike 
Hintz, fullback Dave Romasko, linebackers 
Mike January, Doug Rothschild and Thomas 
Flaherty, tight end Jim Popp and wide 
receivers Dave Moritz and Herbert Johnson. 

The Bears’ roster now stands at 74 play- 
ers. They’re required to reduce the roster to 
60 players by Sept. 1 and to 45 players by 
Sept. 7. 

eLAST WEEK’S INJURY REPORT: 
Shaun Gayle missed the Pittsburgh game 
because of a strained ankle but should be 
ready in plenty of time for Monday night’s 
game against St. Louis. Keith Van Horne and 
Kurt Becker returned to the lineup against 
Pittsburgh after recovering from injuries 
suffered earlier. 

Center Jay Hilgenberg practiced again last 
week despite still being bothered by a 
sprained shoulder.

some attention midway through the fourth 
quarter when he hit Lew Barnes with a 
46-yard pass to move the Bears to the Steel- 
er 29-yard line.

Ditka still looking to McMahon

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Duerson stresses drug education to kids 


Kids look up to athletes. Sometimes that’s 
aproblem, Sometirnes it should be the other 
way around, with so many athletes breaking 
laws and hearts because they believe they're 
idol-worshippers. But athletes are role 
models, like it or not. 

They have responsibilities to their public. 
They're well-paid for that inconvenience, 
even those who aren’t brazen enough. to 
charge $5 an autograph at shopping malls. 
it's part of their fabulous contracts, morally 
if not legally.

Dave Duerson is not the only athlete who 
lives up to his part of that unspoken bargain, 
not by a long shot. But he may be the only 
one who set up a non-profit corporation to 
make sure kids know there are athletes 
worth emulating. Duerson decided to give 
kids a bunch of athletes worth looking up to, 
who would say things worth hearing. 

For the last four summers, he has held 
football camps. They were a little different, 
though, from the hundreds of camps around 
the country. Besides the lectures on tech- 
niques for blocking and tackling, Duerson’s 
camps stressed techniques on living and ex- 
celling. They are camps where, he says, 
“kids can learn a little about football and a 
lot about life.” 

The strongest theme is drug use and its 
dangers. Drugs have cost Duerson four 
close friends, which inspired him to create 
the non-profit corporation in the first place. 
He named it DAMCO, after himself; his 
father, Arthur, and his brother, Michael. He 
sought youngsters who were at the highest 


-er 


risk from drugs, which was why the corpo- 
ration had to be non-profit. Many of them 
could barely afford football bubblegum 
cards, let alone football camps. 

In the first years, Duerson had to spend 
$15,000 a year just to keep the idea alive. 
DAMCO has come a long way. A single ban- 
quet last year raised $16,000. His camps at- 
tracted 3,000 boys and girls this summer, at 
a three-day session in his hometown, Mun- 
cie, Ind., and six one-day camps in Illinois. 
About 50 NFL players have participated in 
his various camps, and now, Duerson hopes 
to branch out into other sports. 


Illinois expansion wasn’t easy 

Just branching into lilinois was something 
of a chore. DAMCO II, as the Illinois corpo- 
ration is called, could not get started be- 
cause it couldn’t get the liability insurance 
it needed. Duerson was still stymied in 
March of 1986, when he went to the State 
of Illinois Center concourse for the unveiling 
of the Bears’ Super Bowl trophy. Lt. Gov. Ge- 
orge Ryan had arranged to display the 
trophy at the concourse. 

After the ceremony, Duerson and Ryan 
chatted. Duerson explained DAMCO, what 
it had done in Muncie and how he was hav- 
ing trouble bringing it to Illinois. Ryan already 
was heavily involved in helping athletes draw 
battle lines against drugs through STOP, 
Sports Teams Organized for the Prevention 
of Substance Abuse. He made some phone 
calls. With help from the Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services and the Depart- 
ment of Alcohol and Substance Abuse, 
DAMCO II was born. 

The six Illinois camps this summer were 
called ‘‘Living Straight, Playing Straight.” 
Youngsters were divided into age groups, 
and NFL players and volunteers ran them 
through drills. They also talked. 

“t€ {didn’t know the quy from Adam, (’d 
still be out here because | grew up on the 
streets of New York,’’ Otis Wilson said after 
helping at the Springfield Lanphier High 
School camp. “| know what this is all about. 
This is for the kids. The problem is not so 
much drugs, but trying to make the kids 
aware, in trying to show them there’s a

proper way of doing things in life.” 

By the time a session has ended, most of 
the aspiring football players gathered around 
the pro stars have all but forgotten they were 
there to learn football. Grateful parents sent 
Duerson letters all last season from the previ- 
ous summer’s camps. ‘The kids weren't 
talking about what Otis Wilson was teach- 
ing them about tackling, or what Dennis 
McKinnon was teaching them about catch- 
ing the ball,”” Duerson said. “They were talk- 
ing about what these guys were telling them 
about staying away from drugs.” 


DAMCO II moves to classroom 

Later this year, Duerson plans to branch 
DAMCO II farther, from the field to the class- 
room. “We're going to be creating three 
peer-group programs in grade schools,” he 
said. “It won’t be just drug awareness. It’s 
going to be a total self-esteem type 
program.” 

He planned three target areas — Chica- 
go’s South and West sides and the north- 
ern suburbs of Lake Forest and Highland 
Park, near the Bears’ headquarters. ‘‘They 
need it, too,’’ Duerson said of the subur- 
banites. ‘‘The idea was to cross demograph- 
ic as well as economic lines.’’ Duerson is 
thinking of having, say, 10 schools from each 
area send him three students apiece for the 
programs.” 

But drug education remains the focal point 
of DAMGCO. Children know drugs are bad. 
They hear it often enough. But they don’t 
know why. Most adults don’t really, for that 
maiter. Unless they know the whys, they 
oiten think they can beat the odds. Kids think 
they're invincible. Athletes, especially, think 
they're invincible. Part of education is the ap- 
preciation that nobody can be sure he’s in- 
vincible to drug addiction, least of all 
athletes, whose bodies produce greater 
amounts of stress-induced natural chemicals 
that have strorig similarities to recreational 
drugs. 


Duerson fights for education 
Duerson has argued the relative merits of 


drug education with political honchos and, 
indirectly, NFL commissioner Pete Rozelle. 
Nobody says drug education isn’t important. 
Nobody wants to sound that stupid. But by 
emphasizing the enforcement aspects of 
prevention, the catching and punishing of 
users, a lot of leaders diminish the impor- 
tance of education. 

It sounds noble enough, ‘‘cracking down.” 
But Duerson’s experience in the field has 
told him cracking down doesn’t work as well 
as it sounds. All athletes know Len Bias and 
Don Rogers died from cocaine use. That’s 
a more severe threat than possible suspen- 
sion. But too many still think that can’t pos- 
sibly happen to them. They need to know 
why it can. If they think they can beat co- 
caine’s health risk, they certainly will think 
they can beat the enforcers. Duerson’s ex- 
perience has taught him that, and it has 
taught him drug prevention needs a carrot 
as well as a stick, the incentive of a drug- 
free life’s benefits, and how that doesn't 
come about by using drugs just a little. 

“Some people say the first thing you've 
got to teach kids is self-esteem,’’ Duerson 
says, disagreeing also with the more toler- 


ant extreme in the debate. ‘'| went to Notre’ 


Dame. These kids had tons of self-esteem. 
They also were doing tons of drugs. Self- 
esteem is important, but it’s not the main 
thing. The main thing they need is educa- 
tion about drugs. How addictive drugs are. 
How devastating the end result can be. 

“It’s an ‘in’ thing. Like most things — kids 
drive fast cars not knowing it's a deathtrap. 
If they know about it, they don’t want any part 
of it. If we were taught drug education the 
way we're taught sex education in schools, 
you'd see a lot less drug abuse in grade 
schools and high schools.” 

Education changes values. Maybe the 
“in” thing becomes not using drugs. Maybe 
péer pressure changes to turning away from 
drugs instead of turning on. If Duerson’s role 
models keep making the impact he wants, 
using drugs in schools won't be any more 
cool than wearing bobby sox. And he’ll even 
sign an autograph for free.

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Walter Payton left practice early on Wed- 
nesday after becoming nauseous from a 
painkiller he was taking for a toothache.

But Ditka sounded very pessimistic about 
it when he was interviewed by Jeannie Mor- 
ris on WBBM-TV. ‘'! don’t think anything will 
be done... ever,”’ Ditka told Morris. “That's 
the way | feel right now. I’ve never been told 
that I’m wanted.” 

Ditka also said that he was asked to make 
a proposal and that he made two but has yet 
to get any response. 

eBEFORE BREAKING CAMP in Platteville 
Ditka said the team got in a lot of good work. 

‘I think we had a good camp for the most

part,”’ he said. ‘‘There’s a lot of disappoint- 
ments, but I’d rather stay off of that until we 
trade them or release them.”’ 

He also said nothing he saw during camp 
surprised him. ‘“‘Naw, all these guys are paid 
to play. They should piay good,” he said. 

Ditka expects the Bears to be back in Plat- 
teville next year, though he said things are 
getting a little distracting. While the Saints 
were practicing with the Bears, crowds at the 
training site were estimated at around 6,000. 
Ironically, the Bears first came to Platteville 
to get away from the large crowds in Lake 
Forest. 

“Unfortunately we created an animal,” 
Ditka said. “They just came out in hordes 
to see us. Drones.” 

Lake Forest should be a welcome sight for 
the team. “‘I think we can concentrate a lit- 
tle better back there,” Ditka said. “I think the 
players will have a little more peace. But it’s 
still training camp.” 

The Bears also announced that all prac- 
tices in Lake Forest will be closed to the 
public. 

Despite the huge crowds this year Ditka 
likes training in Platteville. ‘! hope we’re 
back,”’ he said. “‘If this isn’t a good place to 
train | don’t know what is.” 

eWILLIAM PERRY’S WEIGHT is still 
hovering around the 325 mark, and Ditka 
said if Perry’s weight isn’t below 320 by this 
week he may have to start fining the defen- 
sive tackle.

1930 - After a 4-8-2 1929 season, George 
Halas replaces himself as head coach with 
Ralph Jones. Jones posts a 24-10-7 record 
during his three years. 

The Bears and Cardinals play football’s 
first indoor game on an 80-yard field at 
Chicago Stadium. It’s an exhibition for un- 
employment relief. 

Nov. 16, 1931 - New Yorkers, including 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith and Mayor Jimmy 
Walker, in field boxes at $100 a seat watch 
Bears top Giants in Polo Grounds, 12-6. 

Dec. 18, 1932 - Bronko Nagurski hits Red 
Grange with a two-yard touchdown pass and 
the Bears top the Portsmouth Spartans 
9-0 for the NFL championship. The game 
was played before 11,198 fans indoors at 
Chicago Stadium on an 80-yard field. 

1932 - Bears franchise loses $18,000 
prompting Dutch Sternaman to unload his 
half of the Bears to George Halas. 

1833 - George Halas returns’ as head 
coach and takes the club out of town for 
training camp for the first time. The Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame is the host. 

Nov. 5, 1933 - Boston Redskins delight 
home fans by whitewashing the Bears 10-0, 
ending Chicago's 30-game unbeaten streak. 

Dec. 17, 1933 - The Bears use rookie 
Jack Manders’ accurate kicking for 11 points 
and defeat the Giants 23-21 in the NFL’s first 
championship game. 

Aug. 31, 1934 - A classic is born as 
79,432 watch the NFL champion Bears held 
to a scoreless tie by the first College All-Star 
team in a game sponsored by Chicago Trib- 
une Charities at Soldier Field. 

Dec. 2, 1934 - Rookie Beattie Feathers 
becomes the first pro back to rush for 1,000 
yards with 1,004 to lead the NFL. 

Dec. 9, 1934 - The undefeated Bears slip 
before the Giants in the NFL title game at 
the Polo Grounds 30-13 before 35,059. With 
Chicago leading 10-3 at the half, New York 
dons basketball sneakers and scores 27 
points. 

Dec. 12, 1937 - The Bears win the 
Western Division title but lose the NFL cham- 
pionship 28-21 to the Redskins at Wrigley 
Field. Sammy Baugh hits 18 of 33 passes 
for 335 yards and three touchdowns. Jack 
Manders scores 15 of the Bears points. A 
Chicago player’s share is $127.78.

The Cardinals suffered so many injuries 
last season that Stallings doesn’t want to risk 
losing any players in a fight. The Cardinals 
played some good games last year but 
finished 4-11-1. That includes a 23-14 win 
over Kansas City and tough losses to the Gi- 
ants 13-6, the Redskins 20-17 and 28-21 and 
the Rams 13-10.
